Program Pooling Coal 
and Stee] Production in 
Western Europe Clears 
Its Final Parliamentary 
Hurdle. 


ROME, June 17 (AP)—The 
Schuman plan to unite Western 
Europe’s coal and steel produc- 
‘tion under international control 
Cleared its final parliamentary 
hurdle here last night. 

In‘a 265-98 vote, the Italian 
Chamber of Deputies ratified the 
50-year treaty pooling the key in- 
dustrial output of six west Euro- 


pean nations. Only the signature 
of Presidént Luigi Einaudi—ex- 
pected within a few days—was 
needed to complete indorsement. 

The other nations—France, and 
the economic-allied Saarland, 
West Germany, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg— 
already have ratified the treaty, 
which their Foreign Ministers 
signed in Paris on April 18, 1951, 
16 months ago. 

The pact now is ready for de- 
cisive action again by the Foreign 
Ministers, who must appoint the 
men who will put the pool into

Completion of the ratification 
process was a signal victory for 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman—whe first proposed the 
plan now bearing his name, West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer, Italian Premier Alcide de 
Gasperi and other vigorous sup- 
porters of European unity. 

But the legislators’ approval 
came only on.an economic phase 
of the revolutionary plans to 
counter ancient world-war-spark- 
ing west European rivalries and, 
at the same time, strengthen the 
West against the threat of Russian 
aggression. 

Still awaiting ratification is the 
military counterpart, the Euro- 
pean army treaty to weld the 
armed forces of the six nations 
into one international force. The 
Foreign Ministers have signed a 
treaty to set it up, but none of the 
six parliaments has ratified. 

The Italian Senate ratified the 
Schuman treaty last March. The 
lower house approval came after a 
three-day debate during which the 
Communists fought hard—but un- 
successfully—to halt action. 

‘New Principle of Life.’ 

Closing the debate, De Gasperi 
urged his colleagues to demon- 
strate that “Italy is an efficient 
factor in international collabora- 
tion.” A leader of De Gasperi’s 
Christian Democrat party, Gas- 
pare Ambrosini, described the 
pool as “a new principle of life 
which points the way to the con- 
stitution of a more vast and pro- 
found community among people 
heretofore divided ... and ruined 
by bloody fratricidal warfare.” 

The six nations linked by the 
treaty produce about 38,000,000 

_ metric tons tof 2200 pounds each) 
of steel a year, just under the 
estimated 41,000,000 tons turned 
out by Russia and her satellites. 
The Schuman nations mine 225,-

Air Force Seeks F lying Saucers;

WASHINGTON, June 1t7—The 
Senate Military “Watchdog” sub- 
committee reported today that 
the stretch-out order of President 
Truman, particularly on aircraft 
production, exposed this country 
for a longer time to the danger

It recommended the “quickest 
possible” build-up of the nation’s 
air strength to the 143 wings rec- 
ommended by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 


Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, chairman of the subcom-

tee, said he was deeply disturbed 
by the situation. 


“We certainly will never have 
a first-class Air Force as long as 
our only ambition is a second- 
class Air Force,” he said. “Unless 
we raise our sights and raise them 
quickly, I am afraid we will 
achieve nothing but inferiority. 

“In the modern world, a sec- 
ond-class Air Force is not enough 
if we are to defend our liberties 
and our lives. Americans have 
never in the past been satisfied 
with any thing short of superior- 
ity. We cannot relinquish that 
goal now.” 


Greatest Danger in 1954. 

The report accepted the find- 
ings of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
that the period of greatest danger 
to this country would be the cal- 
endar year 1954 and it deplored 
Truman’s decision to postpone 
effective mobilization until 1955, 
and in the case of aircraft, to 
early 1956. 

“The figures on our aircraft 
inventory at the start of the Ko- 
rean,war and at the present time 
leave no room for comfort,” the 
report said. “We have examined 
the latest estimates of Soviet pro- 
ductiqn and capacity for produc- 
tion. They are shockingly high. 

“No decisive victory in the cold 
war is possible as long as the So- 
viets hold as terrifying an edge 
in military preparedness as they 
do today. As long as this situa- 
tion exists, there iselittle hope 
for peace in the world. 

“Despite this, instead, of dou- 
bling and redoubling our efforts 
to fortify ourselves, we have pro- 
ceeded deliberately to postpone 
the date when our strength will 
entitle us to some feeling of se- 
curity in a turbulent and hostile 
environment. We have consciously

Communist threats of demon- 
strations against Ridgway, dubbed 
by the Reds “General Plague’”— 
fizzled out during his two-day 
visit in the Italian capital. Italy 
had 50,000 troops and police ready 
for any emergency. 

Ridgway declared: “As the for- 
mer commander in chief of the 
United Nations command in Ko- 
rea, as God is my witness, I tell 
you that no element of that com- 
mand employed any form of germ 
warfare at any time and that all 
of the so-called proofs, including 
photographs, were manufactured 
by the Communists themselves.” 
He added: : 

“The effort the Communist 
leaders have expended on this 
deliberately false campaign should 
open your eyes, if nothing else 
has done so, to the real purposes 
of these Communist leaders. 

Drive to Stir Hatred, He Says. 

“They have made these false 


ycharges, which they knew to be 


false, for the purpose of stirring 
up hatred, of causing dissension, 
of provoking disorderg and of 
creating an atmosphere of danger- 
ous tension between nations. and 
groups of people within the same 
nation, 

“They have done all these 
things and they continue to do 
them by telling you that they are 
working for peace. I don't know 
of any better way for you to judge 
whether this is true or false than 
by this example of the Communist 
leaders’ own working methods.”

TEACHERS URGED TO LEARN 
MORE ABOUT ECONOMIC ISSUES 


Teachers should become more 
aware of economic problems in 
order to develop economic re- 
sponsibility among their students,

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WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
A surprise offer by the Russians 
to give back 186 American ships 
was regarded by State Depart- 
ment officials today as a step 
ahead in negotiations for set- 
tling the Soviet Union's 11-bil- 
lion-dollar World War II lend- 
lease account. 

Moscow made the offer yester- 
day in an unexpected renewal of 
negotiations that have dragged on 
more than five years. The ships 
are among 670 turned over to the 
Soviet Union by this country in 
the war. 

Yesterday's State Department 
meeting was the first to take up 
the long-standing dispute since 
last August. It left the two gov- 
ernments as far apart as ever on

DENVER, June 17 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower begins to- 
day his attempt to win additional 
national G.O.P. convention votes 
from western states. 

Three delegations have been 
invited to confer with him. One 


strongly favors him, one is split} 


and one is committed to vote 
for Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio on the first ballot at Chi- 
cago. 
The General first will meet the 
Colorado delegation, which is 
safely in his camp. Utah will 
follow for an hour’s conferente 
and Wyoming will come in as 
Utah leaves. 

The Utah delegation is pledged 


Pratt Kesler said last night at 
Salt Lake City that 33 Utah Re- 
publicans will accept the Gen- 
eral’s invitation. Among them, 
Kesler said, will be a majority 
of the 14 delegates and 14 alter- 
nates. 

Of Colorado’s 18 delegates, 15 
are pledged to Eisenhower, one 
to Stassen and two to Taft. 

Wyoming, the last delegation 
Eisenhower will receive for the 
day, is divided. A survey showed 
six of the state’s 12 delegates 
for Taft, two for Eisenhower and 
four uncommitted. 

Earl Hanway, publisher of the 
Casper Tribune and one of the 


uncommitted delegates, reported | 


that more than half of the Wyo- 
ming delegates. were planning to 
attend the conference. 

Eisenhower has begun work on 
the address he will make. Satur- 
day at Denison, Tex., his birth- 
place. It was understood he will 
make an issue of the Texas Re- 
publican convention at which 
Eisenhower forces say there was 
a ‘steal’ of delegates by support- 
ers of Taft.” 

Tomorrow, Oregon and Arizona 
Republican leaders have been in- 
vited to talk with Eisenhower. No 
visits are scheduled Thursday, but 
on Friday groups from Montana, 
Washington and Idaho are slated 
for appearances at his hotel 
headquarters.

ity treaty provides for the opera- 
tion of radio broadcasts for United 
States forces in Japan. Asahi said 
the Foreign Office, however, con- 
tends the Voice of America broad- 
casts of the State Department are 
not broadcast for United States 
forces in Japan. 

Asahi said the Foreign Office 
contends ‘such broadcasts are pro- 
hibited by a Japanese law which 
provides that “licenses for opera- 
tion of a broadcast station shall 
not be given to a foreign govern- 
ment or its agent.”

Retail Price Ceilings Increased 
By OPS on Most Consumer Goods 


Agency Cites Higher Freight and Parcel Post 
Ratés— Many Items Not 
Likely to Rise. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
yesterday granted retailers of 
most types of consumer goods the 


right to increase their ceiling 
prices to compensate for in- 
creases in freight rates and parcel 
post, since May 1951. These in- 
creases apply to more than 75 per 
cent of all department store 
goods. 

The price rises, to take effect 
June 23, range from a cent or two 
on small kitchenware and dry 
goods items, up to a dollar or 
more on furniture, radio and tele- 
vision sets. 

Also covered by the increase 
are clothing, shoes, mattresses, 
sporting goods, toys, carpets, 
rugs, pots and pans. The OPS is 
drafting further orders to cover 
washing machines, freezers and 
similar large appliances. 

Little Effect Expected. 

Officials said they expect little 
effect, however, because many of 
the articles now are selling below 
ceiling and are subject to strong 
price competition. Chief effect, 
they estimated, will be on prices 
of furniture, which received the 
greatest effective rail freight rate 
boost. 

Rail freight rates climbed an 


average of 15 per cent in two 


jumps last fall and this spring. 
Parcel post rates have risen 25 
per cent and express charges also 
have gone up. 

OPS estimated the boost in 
transportation costs’ may amount 
to as much as tMree-fourths of 
one per cent of sales volume of 
some retailers—in many cases 
clipping off a third or a half of 
the storekeeper’s current net 
profit, 

Profit Rate Down. 

Official figures indicate that 
net profits before taxes of depart- 
ment stores was 3 per cent of 
sales last year. In view of this 
profit showing, substantially 
down from 1950, OPS said the 
new regulation is justified under 
the Government’s “industry earn- 


‘ings standard.” 


The standard provides that ceil- 
ings may be adjusted if an in- 
dustry’s earnings fall below 85 
per cent of the level in the three 
best years in the period 1946 
through 1949. : 

Some retailers have been hit 
much harder than others by the 
freight changes. The rates have 
increased from 6 to 25-per cent 
and in some areas even more. The 
rates on shipment of less-than- 
carload lots for a number of fur- 
niture articles have gone up 35

He has 
been making the tournament tour 
for two years now without win- 
ning a major event up to the 
open last week and he's liked by 
the other players. 

“He’s a real sweet swinger and 
should do well as champion,” 
said big Clayton Heafner as he 
told how Boros stepped up to the 
ball and hit his shots without 
hesitation in the last round of the 
open. “That’s how you tell when 
a man has a good swing. He had 
me worried on the fifteenth when 
there was a tree branch in his 
way, but he faded the ball in 
there with as pretty a shot as you 
ever saw.” 

While the invitation to Boros 
added sparkle to the tournament, 
it already had about as strong a 
field as the open. Ben Hogan 
won't be there, but runner-up Ed 
Oliver, fourth-place Johnny Bulla 
and most of the other top-flight 
stars are among the 144 starters. 

And although he didn’t fare 
well in the open and still was 
growling about his putting yes- 
terday, Sammy Snead will be in 
there shooting for his fourth 
P.G.A. title. 

Snead won in 1942, 1949 and 
1951. He was eliminated in the 
second “sudden death” round in 
1950. Only one player, Walter 
Hagen, has won more than three 
P.G.A. titles; he took five. And 
only one other, Gene Sarazen, 
has won three. 

Boros collected $4000 in prize 
money for his open victory and 
probably another $4000 from the 
sporting goods company he repre- 
sents. A victory here would be 
worth $3500 and an equal bonus. 
The P.G.A. is billed as a $40,000 
tournament, but everyone who 
qualifies for match play collects 
at least $100 and most of the 
players receive travel allowances 
too. 

The two 18-hole qualifying 
rounds will be played tomorrow 
and Thursday, starting at 8:30 
am. The 64 survivors will go 
into two rounds of “sudden death” 
match play Friday. All other 
matches, leading’ up to the final 
next Tuesday, are at 36 holes.

You can thumb through the pages of Nationa] Open golf history, 
back té the days when a “Mister” and not an asterisk denoted an 
mateur, and you will find no performance by a St. Louis amateur 
ouching that of Mr. James G. Jackson. 


Jimmy was home yesterday 
ter winning the low amateur 
award in the U.S. Open at Dallas 
ast Saturday. He shot 296, over- 
shadowed such men as Frank 
Stranahan, Billy Maxwell and 
Chuck Kocsis, and took a new 


turn in his career. 

The 29-year-old Greenbriar 
Hills golfer, who earlier had de- 
cided not to play in the district 
championship at his home course 
next week, now is seriously con- 
sidering trying to qualify for the 
trip to the National Amateur this 
year at Seattle, 

“I just can’t play, in the Dis- 
trict,” Jackson said. “I gotta work 
some time. But I am changing my 
mind about playing in the Na- 
tional Amateur.” 

His long range goal is to make 
the Walker Cup team. 

“That’s the goal of everybody 
who plays amateur golf, of 
course,” Jackson said. “It’s some- 
thing that just happens once in a 
lifetime.” 

Jim recalled that Bob Cochran 
at one time was considered one of 
the best five amateurs in the 
country, yet missed making the 
Cup team, adn that Eddie Held 
came close.

SYDNEY, Australia, June 17' 


(AP)—The United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, which almost 
got in a feud with the Australian 
Association early this year, was 
relieved of one big worry today— 
Frank Sedgman will defend his 
American championship. 

The Lawn Tennis Association 
of Australia, which was miffed 
because most of the American 
Davis Cup team headed for home 
right after the challenge round 
last year instead of staying on 
for the Australian championships, 
decided at a meeting last night 
that Sedgman and other Austra- 
lian players who compete at Wim- 
bledon can play in the United 
States championships. 

That means that Ken McGre- 
gor and Mervyn Rose, two more 


members of the Davis Cup team | 


who have been in the United 
States before, will play along 
with youngsters Ken Rosewall and 
Lewis Hall. The latter pair have 
been touted as a couple of teen- 
age wonders who will be ready to 
step in when the top Aussie play- 
ers quit. 

Manager Harry Hopman, who 
has led the down under aggrega- 
tion to two straight Davis Cup 
successes, also will be along and 
will play. 

The L.T.A.A., however, did not 
sanction the players’ participation 
in the Pacific Southwest cham- 
pionships, the biggest tournament 
on the West Coast. It follows the 
nationals at Forest Hills, and 
usually draws all the top na- 
tional entries. 

The U.S.L.T.A. had to not only 
promise to make every effort to 
keep the American players in 
Australia for the championships 
—assuming the United States 
reaches the challenge round in 
December—but also agree to a re- 
ciprocal standard of allowances. 

It was this feature that caused 
considerable anguish on the other 
side of the Pacific early in the 
year when Sedgman bluntly said 
he was losing money by playing 
in the United States and that he 
didn’t think he’d be interested in 
making the trip. 

U.S.L.T.A. bigwigs, who view 
the Australian method of keeping 
its amateur piayers on the pay- 
rolls of sporting goods firms with 
a jaundiced eye, apparently de- 
cided to do something about it 
and made the ante $20 per day 
expenses, more than Sedgman 
said he had been getting. 

The United States players, in 
turn, will get six pounds per day 
from the Australian Association, 
which at current exchange rates 
is about $13.50. 

The association said it cabled 
Hopman, who is in London with 
his team, that the group may make 
the United States trip. But it also 
told him to impress upon the 
U.S.L.T.A. that if the Americans 
come here in December they will 
be expected to compete in the 
New South Wales and Victorian 
championships in addition to the 
nationals. 

The association also released 
its annual rankings. Sedgman, of 
course, was No. 1, followed, in or- 
der, by McGregor, Rose, Ian 
Ayre, Rosewall, Hoad, Rex Hart- 
wig, Don Candy, Geoff Brown and 
George Worthington.

BERLIN. June 17 (AP)—Com- 
munist-run East Germany pre- 
pared today a law for conscrip- 
tion of a “people’s army” and for 
punishment of conscientious ob- 
jectors as “enemies of peace.” 

Apparently this is a trump card 
of the Russians in a move to force 
the western powers into a Big 
Four conference that might delay 
and strain the western defense 
program. 

East Germany's 18,000,000 peo- 
ple were told in an announcement 
by “the anti-Fascist democratic 
bloc” of parties that “whoever is 
not ready to take up arms against 
the attacker of peace encourages 
the attacker and 
peace.” 

Communist Premier Otto Grote- 
wohl confirmed that rapid steps 
would be taken to set up East 
German national armed forces 
which will draw upon the already 
trained people’s police, sea police 
and air police for the initial for- 
mations. 

Agenda Kept Secret. 

Government sources refused to 
release in advance the full agenda 
of two-day session of the Volks- 
kammer (people’s chamber) be- 
ginning tomorrow afternoon, at 
which the army law may be in- 
troduced. The general outline of 
the legislation was approved last 
week by the five East German 
parties which are dominated by 
the Socialist Unity (Communist) 
party. The law is certain of pas- 
Sage by the Volkskammer, whose

The Army disclosed today it has | 
sent anti-aircraft batteries to de- | 
fensive positions around some | 
big | 


strategic industrial plants, 
cities and Air Force centers. The 
announcement said the move “has 


no-special significance.” | 


The Army said it had deployed 
anti-aircraft units to field posi- | 
tions to provide “an increased | 
state of operational readiness” | 
for the nation’s defenses. 

Exact locations of ‘batteries 


were not disclosed, but the Army |— 


said they had been placed so as to | 
*‘provide maximum defense 

against attack from any direc- | 
tion.” 

The announcement continued: | 

“The move to on-site positions | 
is a step in continuing the deploy- | 
ment of the United States air | 
defense system. 

“The Army emphasized that 
units had moved to these positions 
periodically for more than a year 
and tHat the current move has no 
special significance... . 

“In the air defense set-up... 
fighter interceptors would be the 
first to engage invading air bomb- 
ers. Aircraft which get through 
the first line of defense would be 
faced. by anti-aircraft batteries | 
near Wital target areas... . | 

“Despite the increased effec- 
tiveness of the air defense system, 
it is expected that a determined 
attack would result in some en- 
emy ‘aircraft getting ¢dhrough to 
their assigned targets.” 

Russian Capabilities. 

The start of “Operation , Sky- 
watch” was announced yestérday 
by the Defense Department after 
a conference of Civil Defense di- 
rectors from all states and terri- 
tories. The border watch had 
been. scheduled to start May 17 
but’ was postponed to allow more 
time for organizing spotter crews. 

The project will require a min- | 
imum of 350,000 men’ and women | 
plane spotters in the 27 states to 
be put on constant alert. Only | 
150,000 currently are enrolled in | 
the corps in the 36 states where 
it has been established. 

Smith estimated from 50 to 80 
volunteers, will be needed to man 
each of the thousands of posts. 
Their special job will be to spot 
planes flying below 5000 feet— 
those difficult to pick up on 
radar. 

To Work With Canada. 

The network of lookouts will 
be co-ordinated with the Cana- 
dian air defense program. Smith 
said skywatching in Alaska and 
Hawaii is not linked with this 
continental organization but oper- 
ates under local commanders. 

Observers will be spotted in the 
states stretching from North Car- 
olina northward to Canada, west- 
ward to the Pacific coast and 
southward to San Diego. 

The states are: Maine, New 
‘ Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 


ginia, West Virginia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Iowa, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Montana, 
Idaho, Washington, Oregon and 
California.

In commenting on Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
homecoming visit to Abilene, the Post-Dispatch 
said that the soldier-candidate still had lots 
more on which to declare his views and also 
lots more about which he needed to inform 
himself. 

It was only fair, we felt, when Gen. Eisen- 
hower went back to visit his old friends in the 
town in which he grew up, that he be judged 
more on what he said than on what he did not 
say. Other speeches and press conferences 
were still to come. 

Nearly two weeks have passed since Abilene. 
The Eisenhower party has been to New York, 
to the General's farm at Gettysburg, Pa., to 
Detroit, where he made some four appearances, 
including a major address based on notes 
alone. Now he is installed in Denver's Brown 
Palace: Hotel for the home stretch race with 
Senator Taft for the top Republican prize at 
Chicago. | 

In the interval, the General has straightened 
himself out on some matters. He has left others 
vague. On several issues he has been naive, 
On some he has demonstrated that he has been 
out of touch with our system of government and 
the course of state and federal legislative 
history.

What he said ahout cutting the federal budget 


' 40 billion dollars is an instance of speaking 


out too soon. The chief effect of this remark 
has been to show that there is something on 
which President Truman and Senator Taft can 
agree, namely, that on this forecast Gen. 
Eisenhower is wrong. 

True enough the General said that the 40- 
billion-dollar cut presupposed an understanding 
with Sotiet Russia which would assure peace in 
the world. But that tells us exactly nothing. 
If all nations would join in guaranteeing each 
other's peace, arms budgets could be dispensed 
with altogether. 

What the country wants to hear from Gen. 
Eisenhower is precisely how he would arrive 
at an understanding with Russia, not that it 
would save us money if the understanding 
could be reached—for that we all know. The 
Truman Administration has a double approach— 
diplomacy through U.N., backed up by the 
creation of economic and military strength 
through the Marshall plan and the NATO 
defense forces. For more than a year, Gen. 
Eisenhower was the most important single 
implementer of this policy. ) 

The General’s policy statements about racial 
discrimination show that he believes fully in 
fair treatment of all citizens regardless of color 
or creed. But when he applies his general 
principle he does it without realizing how much 
of the ground he proposes to travel has been 
gone over before.

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Small Boys Don’t Fade Away 


Small boys seem almost a fixture these hot 
days, like the statuary and the plumbing, in 
the fountain pools at Aloe Plaza, Lucas Park 
and elsewhere.

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Dr. Carter’s Mental Pills 


Biologically, man has reached the end of the 
line, He can expect no further physical im- 
provement. Henceforth, the road will be run- 
ning downhill. This news is the contribution 
of Dr. George 8. Carter, professor of biology in 
Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, to the morale 
and general high spirits of our day. Apparent- 
ly, all the vitamins, amino acids, cod liver oils, 
tonics and other modern pharmaceutical con- 
coctions will be of no avail against the general 
degeneration. 

What makes these lines particularly hard is 
the way Dr. Carter stregses the failure of man 
to get very far before reaching this turning- 
point.

The cheerful Dr. Carter does find a bit of hope 
in this last item. Jt leaves the possibility that

of natural selection, That is where other scien- 
tists, especially anthropologists, pull the rug 
out from under Dr. Carter, The time has been 
mighty short for such a drastic change. 

We prefer not to believe that man was better 
off, even'physically, when he depended on witch 
docters and alchemists: instead of going to 
Barnes for a check-yp. We would bet on Jersey 
Joe Walcott, not to mention Jack Dempsey, 
against any of the knights of Agincourt. And as 
for the shortcomings of the human body: we are 
going to spend the afternoon on the veranda 
overlooking the swimming pool, From there, 
they look quite all right. 
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Connect for Adequate Water 


When all the excuses for last week's county 
water shortage have been made, and aij the 
promises of better future performances have 
been entered, this remains to be said: 

Last week's shortage could have been pre- 
vented, and any future shortages should be 
prevented, by effective inter-connection of the 
county and city water systems. 

There is something ridiculous about a city 
water system with plenty of reserve capacity 
and a county water system with currently very 
little reserve capacity existing side by side 
while the one is powerless to help the other 
get through an emergency period of high 
demand, 

County water users have, of course, a justi- 
fiable complaint against the St. Louis County 
Water Co, on other grounds. The county's 
rapid growth has been no secret and it was the 
water company’s job to keep ahead of that 
growth, The company might have done so had 
it completed in May, as originally planned, the 
new 36-inch main between the river and the 
Olive street pumping station which is now 
scheduled for completion in August. 

At first the company officials thought no 
priorities would be needed for the pipe. Then 
it took five months to obtain the priorities 
from Washington. Alert and aggressive manage- 
ment should have averted both delays and the 
new main should have been in service by now. 


With luck, the new main will be operating 
by August. With luck, the county should be 
able to get through this summer without 
another water crisis, and construction planned 
for next year ought to push the system’s 1953 
capacity well above anticipated demand. 


But last week’s experience shows that luck 
should not be pushed too far. In addition to 
all other expansion plans, the county and city 
systems ought to make it a first order of 
business to interconnect so that in any kind of 
emergency, caused by the heat or anything 
else, the one can help the other. 

Ultimately we suspect the logic of the 
community's structure will dictate the organiza- 
tion of a single metropolitah water system. 
Meanwhile the two systems must be able to 
work together in case of need. Inter-connection, 
with booster pumps to equalize pressure and 
facilities permitting water to flow either way 
between the two systems, would not be pro- 
hibitively expensive. It is something which 
the Missouri Publie Service Commission might 
properly make a condition of any rate increase 
granted to the county water company in the 
rate case which comes up for hearing June 25. 
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Just About Enough? 


Senator Taft says he has “just about enough” 
votes to win the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation. There is, of course, a notable difference 
between just about enough and just enough. 

Just enough convention votes, as Roscoe 
Drummond shows in today’s Mirror of Public 
opinion, is 604. That wins the G.O.P. nomina- 
tion, But the last Associated Press survey gives 
Taft 464 pledges and 392 te Gen. Eisenhower. 


Thus the Senator would need 140 more votes 
to win at Chicago, and Ike would need 212. 
These will have to come from 337 delegates 
who are in doubt or dispute, And here the 
mystery of addition begins, 

Among the 337 are 65 from Michigan and 
Pennsylvania, still uncommitted. There are 73 
in dispute from the South, where the party 
machinery is Taftish. And there are 151 more 
pledged to “favorite sons,” most of whom seem 
to favor Eisenhower, after themselves, of course. 


So there is no sure thing in sight for any 
candidate. Senator Taft’s “just about enough” 
seems to stretch just about as far from now 
until July 7, when the convention begins. 
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Brewster Takes the Count 


Whatever else happens at the polls in 1952, 
the State of Maing hag just turned in a splendid 
day's work at its primary. It has retired Owen 
Brewster to private life. Final returns in the 
race for the Republican nomination for Senator 
show that Gov. Prederick Payne has defeated, 
by 3000 votes, the bitter Brewster bid for a 
third six-year term. 

Brewster has been mixed up in more un- 
savory political-business deals than you gan 
shake a stick at. He has been known ag the 
Senate spokesman for Pan-American Airways. 
He sponsored the bill to merge all overseas air- 
lines. It was widely reported that he tried to 
use his investigatory powers as a Senator to 
coerce Howard Hughes into merging TWA with 
Pan-American. 

Back in April 1945 a report on defense 
housing wag turned in te the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee, The committee was not 
impressed and did not use the report, Senator 
Brewster, a member of the committee, did not 
make any protest at the time, but waited until 
October, 1946—~a year and @ half later. Then he 
issued the report, not as a member of the com- 
mittee, but through the Republican National 
Committee. That was on the eve of a national 
election, in which he himself sought hig second 
term in the Senate. :

Novel of Bitter Protest 


FRAIL BARRIER, by Philip Gillon. (Vanguard Press, 

Inc., 249 pqs., $3.) 

Several years ago, Alan Paton raised his 
voice against social injustice in South Afri- 
ca in his moving and eloquent book “Cry, 
the Beloved Country.” Mr. Paton is now 
joined by Philip Gillon, whose “Frail Bar- 
rier” is a more strident protest against 
racial discrimination and its attendant 
evils. 


This novel is the story of one man—Peter 
Justin and his bungling crusade against 
wrong. Peter was a pleasant, generous, 
self-indulgent lawyer, who liked his sports, 
his women and his drinks, but who also 
was sentimental and who had a conscience. 


Burdened ,with debts at his father’s 
death, Peter revealed his financial trou- 
bles to no one, with the result that every- 
one thought him extremely wealthy. When 
he was given five thousand pounds to in- 
vest for a client, he lent two thousand 
pounds to Alec Sinclair, a real estate oper- 
ator, and three thousand pounds to Daniel 
Mokwena, a Negro shopkeeper. On the 
same day, Peter learned that Alec Sinclair 
was threatened with bankruptcy and Dan- 
jel Mokwena was facing boycott of his 
store caused by the Indian capitalists who 
had, and preferred to keep, a monopoly. 

Peter was faced with the prospect of re- 
fusing help to Alec, who was not only his 
closest friend but with whose wife Gwen 
he had once had an affair. He knew, too, 
that if he advised Daniel Mokwena to sell 
out to the Indian shopowners, the Negro 
shoppers would be fleeced by the new own- 
ers, If he advised Daniel to hang on and 
fight the boycott, both he and Daniel 
would be ruined. If he asked his client for 
an extension of re-payment, she would be 
angry because he was doing business with 
Negroes. 

“Frail Barrier” is a passionate and angry 
protest against the conditions under which 
people live in South Africa today. The 
white people are drawn almost in carica- 
ture, being complete nm@terialists, but the 
plight of the colored people is shown in all 
its agony and bitterness. An interesting 
novel at all times, but especially so now 
in the light of the latest developments in 
South Africa. MARION E. WEIR.

Backlog Clear to 1980. 


Recently Senator Hubert 
Humphrey (Dem.), of Minnesota, 
eo-author of a liberalized immi- 
gration measure, went with Rep- 
resentative John Blatnik to visit 
the latter’s district in the north- 
ern part of the state. Many of 
the iron miners in the Mesabi 
range are of southeastern and 
eastern European origin.

The quotas as ap- 
plied to Asiatics are also a source 
of deep resentment. ; 

To millions throughout the 
world it seems as though the door 
to freedom, which was still open 
a crack, is now being deliberately 
slammed shut. Refugees who risk 
their lives and abandon every- 
thing they have to escape from a 
totalitarian tyranny find them- 
selves consigned to a purgatory of 
endless and well-nigh hopeless 
waiting. 

On the political side here at 
home, the votes of these national- 
ity blocs are vitally important to 
the Democrats.

Former Under Secretary of 
' State Says Reich, Korea 
Are Key Danger Points. 


New aggressive acts by Russia 
are “clearly predicted” in recent 
Soviet propaganda, James _ E. 
Web, former under secretary of 
state, declared here last night. 

Chief danger points in the 
world today are Germany, “where 
the issue is a third world war,” 
and Korea, “where the lives of 
10,000 American prisoners of war 
are the stakes,” he said. 

Webb, who resigned in March 
as chief assistant to Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, addressed 
the annual meeting of the St. 
Louis Council on World Affairs 
at Le Chateau, Clayton road, 
Frontenac. 

“Soviet aggressive tendencies 
are clearly indicated in their at- 
tacks of the last three months on 
the character of the American 
soldier,” he said. “Beginning over 
a year ago, the massive Russian 
propaganda machine entered a 
new phase—attacking first Amer- 
ican leaders, then the American 
people and now the Army.” 

Webb, now a director of Me- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp., said Rus- 
sian leaders are painting the 
United States Army as a “weapon 
,of aggression and a body of rob- 
‘bers and murderers.”

Biffle said he planned 
to send the papers to the national 
archives or elsewhere after the 
President looked them over. 

He said he made the discovery 
when he asked a member of his 
staff: “I wonder what’s in that 
old bookcase?” 

Investigation disclosed a foot- 
high stack of papers, tied in 
various packages.

NEW YORK, June 17 (UP) — 

A poll of Democratic and Repub- 
lican .county chairmen showed 
today that they believe Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver will be th 
presidential nominees and tha 
Eisenhower will win the election, 
Look magazine reported today. 

In the same issue, Robert E. 
Sherwood, playwright, predicted 
that Gen, 
might create such “chaos” in the 
event of a deadlocked Republican 
national convention that a com- 
promise candidate might be 
named ‘and “promote the pros- 
pects for another Democratic 
i litealieaentialiaiaimeeneiteetneeninln 

The magazine polled 5744 
county chairmen by mailed ques- 
tionnaire and received answers 
from 1319 Republicans and 1189 
Democrats, it said. It noted that 
44 per cent of the Democratic re- 
pliees and 34 per cent of the Re- 
publican ones came from the 
south, All the tabulated replies 
were made before Eisenhower re- 
turned to this country as an ac- 
tive candidate. 

The county chairmen’s own 
preferences showed Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft as the favorite Re- 
publican cangidate and IMlinois 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson “barely 
trailing’ Kefauver with the Dem- 
ocrats. 

Republicans believed either 
Taft or Eisenhower could win 
over Stevenson, Kefauver or Sen- 
ator Richard Russell in the No- 
vember election. Democrats said 
they believed Eisenhower could 
beat any of the three Democrats 
named but that Taft could beat 
none of them. 

Sherwood said in a _ separate 
article that the “profound illwill” 
between Eisenhower and MacAr- 
thur could lead to a situation in 
which MacArthur might “descend 
upon Chicago with alarums, ex- 
cursions and thunderbolts—not to 
mention tactical barrages of fo- 
rensic atomic weapons—and blow 
the convention through the roof.” 

Such chaos, he said, if neither 
Eisenhower nor Taft are nomi- 
nated in early balloting, could 
“force the nomination of a com- 
promise candidate—Senator (Ev- 
erett M.) Dirksen, Illinois, for ex- 
ample. It could be an election 
distilled from such bitterness as 
to promote the prospects for an- 
other Democratic victory.” 

The Sherwood article was writ- 
ten before MacArthur’s selection 
as convention keynoter last week. 

“The time is very near at 
hand,” he said, “when the Repub- 
lican party must prove whether 
it still retains its genius for de- 
feating itself.”

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Food Allergy’ 
‘Often Halted 


‘By Cooking

HE word allergy has crept in- 
to our language rather recent- 
ly. When no other direct 
cause can be found for eczema, 
hives, and what seems a: common 


‘the spring there are other 
pollens, but throughout the year, 
dust, ‘feathers and especially cer- 
tain foods are blamed. In an 
acute allergy caused by a food a 
complete avoidance has been rec- 
ommended, but it has found 
that very often cooking de- 
stroy the allergic quality of a 
food. This is one of the reasons 
why canned evaporated milk can 
be well taken by many persons 
who are sensitive to fresh milk, 
even after it has been pasteurized. 
Boiling fresh milk would produce 
the same effect. 

Eggs often cause an allergy, but 
it is the white, not the yolk, that 
is the offender. Even this can 
often be taken if cooked. It is 
recommended,- however, that the 
eggs should be boiled heif an 
hour, rather than just long enough 
to harden the texture. Cooked 
vegetables and fruits that must be 
avoided, in- their raw ‘state, are 
often well taken, 

It ts fortunate that we seldom 
find persons who are allergic to 
many foods, although the problem 
is difficult when this is the case.

most anyone allergic to fresh 
milk, the most common yA an 
The spongette recipe is suitable 
unless there is an allergy to both 
milk and eggs. 


Lemon Spongettes. 

One tablespoon butter or mar- 
garine; one cup sugar; grated rind 
and juice of one lemon; one-fourth 
teaspoon salt; 2 egg yolks, well 
beaten; one-fourth cup sifted 
flour; 1 cup evaporated milk; one 
cup water; egg whites, stiffly 
beaten. , . 


Cream butter or margarine and 
sugar together; add’ grated rind 
and lemon juice; add salt and well 
beaten egg yolks, Beat until 
smooth and stir in flour, Add milk 
and water and beat until thor- 
oughly blended. Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Pour into 
greased casserole. Set in pan of 
hot water, and bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees F.) 45 minutes 
or until set. Yield: four to five 
servings. 

Banana Milk Shake. 

One very ripe banana; one cup 
cold evaporated milk, diluted with 
one cup cold water; salt. 

Peal banana and beat with ro- 
tary egg beater or electric blend- 
er until creamy. Add milk and 
salt and blend thoroughly, Yield: 
Two tall glasses.

Notes om Refinishing Furniture. 


ROUBLE with refinishing 
T floors and even furniture is 
involved, 


that there is so much work 
One way to reduce the amount 


of work is not to make extra work 


as you go along. For example, 


here’s a piece of furniture with, 


the varnish in pretty miserable 
shape. 


One way to fix it up would be 
to coat it with a good strong 
varnish remover which would re- 
move the varnish and also the 
stain in the wood. Now the piece 
will have to be restained. before 
on coat of varnish can be ap- 
plied, 


Restaining isn’t hard work but 
it does take time. It would have 
been a good deal easier in the 
long run if only the varnish had 
been removed. If this had been 
done, only @ light sanding would 
have been necessary and then the 
piece would be ready for the new 
varnish. . 


The way to remove varnish 
without disturbing the color of the 
wood is with a seraper which is 
not difficult to use if the blade 
is kept sharp. This tool only re- 
moves the surface coating and 
does not disturb the wood unless 
you keep scraping after you 
should have stopped. 


It’s best ta use a scraper on old 
furniture for once the color of 
the wood has been disturbed you 


May never be able to get it ex- 
actly right again. 

Of course, when there are deep 
scratches and stains in the wood 
left by liquids you have a com- 
plete refinishing job on your 
hands. The varnish or shellac on 
the surface must be removed as 
well as enough of the wood sur- 
face to eliminate all discolora- 
tions. In a case of this sort, a 
varnish remover would be your 
best bet.

Mummy was indeed being sarcastic, and in our opinion 
too many mummies today, ourselves included, use sarcasm in 
dealing with our children.

TO SOME EXTENT sarcasm has come in as authoritative 
discipline has gone out. In the old days most parents had 
little question in their minds as to whether their children 
would mind them. They spoke with authority and conviction, 
and they did not need to resort to sarcasm. With early 
Freudian “permissiveness,” that is letting the child do any- 
thing he wanted to and not expecting him to mind, parents 
began to feel less sure of their ability to control] their chil- 
dren, and such things as the use of sarcasm came in. 

And not in the home alone. “Peter, show the class your 
neat paper! It will be.an inspiration to them!” Peter, whose 
paper is far from neat, turns red with embarrassment. 

Or, “Anytime! Just feel free to drop in any time,” says 
Jake’s teacher, as Jake, who is unavoidably late, tries to sneak 
inconspicuously to his seat. 


ie MO: 

SARCASM HAS FOUND its way into the schoolroom. 
(The Yale professor who shouted “All out! New Haven! 
Last stop!” and thus roused a student from his post-vacation 
slumbers was not in our opinion being sarcastic, but justi- 
fiably humorous. And that is something else again.—The 
student, as we heard the story, jumped from his seat and ran 
down the aisle.) 

Children hate sarcasm at school as they hate it at home. 
It is something they are not equipped to cope with. And it 
does not as a rule have the effect of improving their be- 
havior—it merely makes them uneasy and unhappy. We even 
know of several adolescent girls who want to become teach- 
ers because their own high school teachers are so “mean 
and sarcastic.” They want a chance to show that they can do 
better and that they could keep discipline without being so

A trump lead, as it happened, 
would have made things unpleas- 
ant for South, but West could not 
be criticized for opening 
fourth-highest club. East won 
and returned the suit, hoping his 
partner had the king, but South 
won with that card and, after 
some study, ruffed a club in dum- 
my. Declarer then cashed the 
heart ace and ruffed a heart, and 
ruffed his own last club on the 
board. 

Now it was simply a case of de- 
clarer’s returning to his own 
hand to draw trumps. South 
could, of course, ruff another 
heart, but he saw some danger 
in this—the risk of an overruff 
by West—so he cashed the two 
top spades, preparatory to ruffing 
a third round of that suit. Un- 
fortunately for him, however, 
something happened on the sec-« 
ond round of spades — West 
played the queen on dummy’s 
king!

The Dean Speaks Up 


The French and Communism 
By Adele Starbird 


in 1947 when the Communists 
in the C.G.T. (General Con- 
federation of Labor) called a 
general strike to prevent French 
participation in the recovery 
program. At that time the anti- 
Communists withdrew and 
formed a new labor party, the 
Force Ouvriere, and the strike 
was unsuccessful. 

In 1947 and again in 1948 
the Communists tried to call 
coal strikes and failed utterly. 

In 1950 they tried to prevent 
the unloading of arms ship- 
ments to France under the At- 
lantie Pact, but over 90 per cent 
of the dockworkers voted to un- 
load the arms, sending word to 
Communist headquarters in 
Paris, “We are free dockers, 
and we shall remain free.” The 
Paris Communists did some fast 
footwork; they said airily that 
it really gy at all! 

* 


ANDRE MORIZE of Harvard 
University asked a French peas- 
ant why he had voted Com- 
munist. “Do you know what 
your vote meant? You voted to 
give up your little farm. If the 
Communists come to power, 
they will take your land away 
from you.” 

“Ah bah, just let them try 
it!” said the indignant peasant. 

“No, seriously, that is their 
program. Now tell me, what 
was your real reason for voting 
that way?” 

The peasant looked sheepish. 
“IT just- wanted to annoy the 
priest,” he said with a grin. 


DURING THE FIRST years 
after the Liberation, a consid- 
erable part of the Communist 
vote was anti-clerical. (In an- 
other column I shall tell why 
anti-clericalism has diminished 
among the working classes). 
And a considerable block were 
“stomach votes,” simply the 
wild protest of people who were 
hungry and depleted in strength. 
The French Government wisely 
devoted the first year of Mar- 
shall Plan aid to procuring food 
for the people — after that it 
was no longer necessary, for 
France under normal conditions 
is agriculturally self-sustaining. 

Last June in the general 
elections, the Communists: lost 
80 seats and half a million 
votes. Communist newspapers, 
heavily subsidized by Russia, 
have lost 35 per cent of their 
circulation. Maurice Thorez ad- 
mitted publicly that the Party 
had lost a third of its member- 
ship. It was the last public 
statement he was allowed to 
make. He was at once taken 
to Russia for “treatment.”

I’M A LITTLE VAIN because 
I said and wrote after three 
months in France in 1946 that 
the Communists would never 
get control. I had taken my 
own. poll, talking to everybody, 
people on busses and trains, 
taxi - drivers, hair - dressers, 
maids, officers in the army and 
navy, country nobility, indus- 
trialists, factory workers and 
priests.. So far as I know I was 
the only observer who felt cer- 
tain that the French would not 
accept Communist domination. 
They dislike all forms of regi- 
mentation.
